a. The Contractor , as an independent contractor, shall furnish all services

The Contractor shall furnish six (6) bimonthly Progress Reports 
outlining progress of the work. These reports shall be submitted within ten (10)

ARTICLE II - DELIVERY 

The Contractor shall deliver, not later than 31 July 1956, the completed work 
required herein to the Director, National Security Agency; however, the Government 
may at Its discretion extend the date of delivery for good cause shown. Reports 
required by Article I d. above will be delivered to the Deputy Chief of Staff for 
Operations, NSA, Washington 25, D. C.
